GINKGO PYRAMIDALIS 


The variety named Pyramidalis may be in leading branches so close to- 
gether as to make it impossible to thrust ones fingers between them. This is 
certainly one of the best pryamidal trees grown. The variety Autumn Gold 
has been selected and so named for its brilliant gold color in the autumn. 
The Mascula or male is a broader growing type minus the fruiting which 
is so objectionable. See page 21. 


BRISTLECONE PINE 


Pinus aristata, the Bristlecone Pine, is one of the most sturdy American 
conifers. It is one of the longest-lived plants we have, competing with our 
famous sequoias in longevity. Specimens two feet in diameter have been 
determined to be at least 1000 years old. 

It naturally has spreading branches, but many are twisted, stunted, and 
bushy, especially in cultivation. Branches are ascending and densely clothed 
with leaves one to one and half inches long. Growing naturally on alpine 
heights, 11,000 feet, it thrives there best, though it has stood New England 
sites. The leaves are quite conspicuous with white exudations of resin, 
crowed in axils, and are persistent for longer than most conifers. It is said 
that some have lasted for 16 years almost unbelievable. It is grown widely 
in zone 5, especially in the Mid-West. See page 36.

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DAVIDIA INVOLUCRATA—DOVE TREE 


Dr. Ernest H. Wilson describes the Dove Tree in his book ‘‘Aristocrats of 
the Garden” as follows: ‘‘The distinctive beauty of the Davidia is in two 
snow-white connate bracts which subtend the flower proper. They are always 
unequal in size—the larger six inches long by three inches broad, and the 
smaller three and one half inches by two and one half inches; they range up 
to eight inches by four inches and five inches by three inches. At first 
greenish, they become pure white as the flower matures, the flowers and 
their attendant bracts are pendulous on fairly long stalks, and when stirred 
by the slightest breeze they resemble large butterflies or small doves hovering 
amongest the trees and are so freely borne that the tree from a distance, 
looks as if flecked with snow.” 

This is undoubtedly one of the most interesting trees grown. We have 
been unable to accumulate any sizeable stock, the interest being so great for 
it.

A Very Unusual Flowering Tree 


Each twig develops at its tip a cluster of buds of graduated size, like over- 
grown greenish pearls. Early in August the largest of these attain the size of 
marbles. Then the guard petal folds back, still retaining its firm spherical 
form. From this shelter emerges four other petals, satiny, snowy white, 
elaborately frilled and pleated. The snowy, frilly chalice, three inches in 
diameter, holds a sumptuous mass of orange-gold stamens and breathes 
forth a delicate, balmy fragrance. 

Each flower lasts two or three days and then drops cleanly. There is a 
constant succession of blooms till hard frost. We frequently get the unusual 
effect of a tree clad in crimson, autumn foliage and abundantly starred with 
white flowers. 

The Franklinia begins blooming when not more than 3 or 4 feet high. 
Young trees under favorable conditions increase in height a foot or more 
each season. Specimens 30 feet high are known. It develops naturally with 
several trunks, but may easily be trained to a single trunk by removing the 
sprouts which start from the base. 

Franklinia prefers full sun, has proved entirely hardy 
and hardy in favorable locations about Boston, Mass., and 


about New York 
in Ohio.

GROWING GOOD AZALEAS 


Azaleas will grow in full sun or in shade. In the sun you will have 
brighter colors and growth will be shorter. We prefer a little shade if con- 
venient. The small pot-grown plants should be planted about ten or twelve 
inches apart in a prepared bed consisting of about equal parts of good acid 
soil and peat moss or rotten leaf-mold, with about one-half shade. 

Azaleas like acid soil with plenty of peat moss or leaf-mold in it. As a 
fertilizer rotten cow manure, cotton-seed meal and tankage are good. Use 
this in early spring and keep well mulched with peat moss or leaf-mold and 
keep the plants well watered during dry weather. 

For scale and red spider use Volck, one to fifty. 

If your soil is not acid enough we suggest you use Aluminum Sulphate 
or Sulphur.

Sometimes when Azalea flowers are described as striped or flaked on 
white they will appear as a solid color. When this occurs the branch should 
be cut out. This seems inherent with the variety—not any fault of the 
nurseryman.
